IN  NONE  of  its  endeavors  has  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  been  more  successful  than  in  her 
campaign  to  assure  adequate  housing  for 
her  undergraduate  chapters.  During  the  years 
1902  to  1912  no  chapter  owned  its  home. 
The  movement  for  chapter  house  ownership 
may  be  said  to  have  been  inaugurated  by 
Cornell  University  (New  York  Beta)  which 
already  owned  a  home  at  the  time  of  its 
installation  in  1912.  For  the  next  twelve 
years  several  other  chapters  either  built  or 
adapted  houses  to  their  uses,  but  in  each  case 
they  proceeded  as  individual  units  with 
neither  aid  nor  guidance  from  the  national 
fraternity.  With  the  establishment  of  the 
Endowment  Fund  in  1929,  and  the  creation 
shortly  thereafter  of  the  position  of  Advisory 
Architect,  however,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  en- 
tered upon  a  concerted  program  to  provide 
homes  for  her  chapters — homes  which,  in 
each  case,  would  fulfill  J.  P.  Thompson's 
specifications  for  a  good  home — one  which 
"implies  good  living,  which  is  also  a  means 
and  a  token  of  true  culture,  since  without 
good  living  there  can  be  no  good  thinking ; — 
for    (the  reason  that)   mind  and  soul  must 


have  something  healthy  to  go  upon." 

The  result  of  that  program  finds  impres- 
sive portrayal  in  the  pages  which  follow: 

First  pictured  is  the  fraternity's  "national 
home,"  the  National  Headquarters  Building 
located  at  518  West  Franklin  Street,  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  scarcely  a  stone's  throw  from 
the  site  of  Ryland  Hall  on  the  Old  Richmond 
College  Campus  where  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
was  founded. 

There  follows  the  homes  of  the  under- 
graduate chapters.  Of  the  seventy  Sig  Ep 
chapters,  forty-six  own  their  homes,  seven- 
teen rent,  and  seven  occupy  dormitory  sec- 
tions. Twenty-four  of  these  homes  were 
specifically  designed  and  built  for  fraternity 
use,  while  thirty-nine  houses  were  adapted 
to  fraternity  use.  Six  of  the  chapters  are  now 
engaged  in  plans  for  building  new  homes. 

Not  here  pictured  are  the  homes  of  George 
Washington  (D.  of  C.  Alpha)  ;  Iowa  Wes- 
leyan  (Iowa  Alpha)  ;  University  of  Missis- 
sippi (Mississippi  Alpha),  which  occupies 
chapter  rooms;  University  of  New  Mexico 
(New  Mexico  Alpha),  now  in  the  midst 
of  a  building  program.
